The statement of the German position 
on entry into the, League of :Nations 
throws much light. on the tactics pursued 
by the’ Germain delegation at ‘the ‘Lo- 
¢arno ‘conference... But it does more. 
it ‘gives an excelient indication of what 
Will be the leading item of German for- 
eign policy in the new régime. of equality 
among the-countries of Eyrope..- The 
chiet Object of ‘the ‘Reich's foreign policy 
“wall be ‘to obtain ‘a reduction of. the 
armaments of France. and hér Allies, 

This is easy to. understand, as France 
and. her Allies are linked together for 
the purpose of opposing the unbeatable 
opposition of Germany; and what is, 
more nattral'than that Germany should 
wish to weaken the weapons by which 
that opposition would be exercised? 

There is not only a direct “military 
angle to the problem. In the minds of 
German statesmen, as well as‘ of the 
statesmen of) a good matty other Con- 
tinental countries, the words'of the dfp- 
lomats depend,/in the last analysis, on 
the military strength behind them. Re- 
duction of the armies \of France, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia to the proportion- 
ate level, of those of Gétmany would be,

Johnson 
got his first taste of world’s series com- 
petition iast year when he faced the 
Giants in the opening game of the 
series, He was beaten on that occasion 
and he also lost when he was sent 
against the Giants again.

No doubt that victory gave 
the veteran. renewed confidence and hé 
was anxious to redeém himself in the 
present series. He has done 80 already, 
even if de does not take the mound 
in the present classic again. 

In each of the two games in which 
he has participated thus far Johnson 
has displayed much of the form that: 
has made him one of the greatest. pitch- 
ers in the history of the game, In the 
eighteen innings in which he has faced 
the Pirates he has allowed only eleven 
hits and just one run. If he had been 
fortunate enough to have prevented that 
one run ‘which the Pirates scored. in 
the opening game, he would ‘now -have 
a chance of ayes Mathewson’s great 
record of pitching three shut-out games 
in one worlds’ series.

Miss Bthel McGary. of the Women's 
Swimming Association, national cham- 
pion and world record holder, the first 
swimmér ‘successfully to adopt the 
eight-beat crawl for all distances, un- 
wittingly has placed ‘Defore natatorial 
experts a problem which .has ‘set them 
thinking and ‘thej| solution: of which may 
be of great import to the future of 
swimming. 

Prominent coaches who followed the 
women’s national long-distance swim- 
ming championship at Long Beach this
